MILK BOTTLES. 


CHARGE AGAINST A CHINESE 
DAIRY. 
"COURT PROCEEDINGS.’ 


The Shun Hung Lee Dairy, No. | 


41, Hollywood-road, were defen- 
dants,, before Mr. Ri E. Lindsell 

* at thegientral Magistracy ycater- 
day afternoon, in a case in which 
they were charged on two sum- 
monses with selling half a pint of 
milk on August 8 in a bottle bear- 
ing the registered trade mark of 
‘the Dairy Farm, Ice and Cold 
Storage.Co., Ltd. 

The first aummons alleged that 
defendants had in their posses- 
sion for sale or for the purpose of. 
trade certain milk on which a 
.false trade mark was used, and 
the second summons alleged that 
defendants had used on the milk 
in question n false trade descrip- 
tion. 

The prosecution was conducted 
by Mr, R, A, Wadeson, whilst the 
defendants were represented by 
Mr. M. Ks Lo, 

The case for the prosecution, 
as outlined by Mr.’Wadeson was 
that on August 8 Mrs.-, Norah 
Castro, an ‘employee 07 the Dairy 
Farm Company, went to the de- 
fendants’ shop and asked for a 

“pottle of milk. The defendants 
‘asked her if she had a container 
and she replied that she had not. 
The defendants | next- intimated 
that she could hnve one of their 
bottles provided she returned it 
in due course. Mrs. Castro told 
the defendants that she could 
not be bothered and it was then 
‘that the defendants offered to 

.-give her a bottle. The milk was 
then poured into a Dairy Farm 
bottle, the defendants putting 
their own cap on the bottle and 
handing it over to Mrs. Castro. 
The next day a warrant was ob- 
tained and the defendants pre- 
mises were searched, resulting in 
the finding of some forty bottles 
belonging to the Dairy Farm 
Company. 


A SEARCH WARRANT. 


After Mrs, Castro .had given 
evirence bearing out Mr. Wade- 
enn’s onening.statement, Mr. J. D. 
Thomson, assistant Secretary of 
the Dairy Farm, went into the 
witess hox, 

He spoke of visiting defendants’ 
shop in company with Serst. 
armed with 1 search 
warrant, They found two baaknt« 
in the passageway. One basket 
contained 80 bottles of which 11 
were Dairy Farm .bottles, The 

about 12 
hottles belonging to various other 
. dairies... Altoether some 36. bot- 
. tles, chiefly belonging to the Dairy 
Farm were found tn the shop. 

In crass-examination by Mr, Lo, 
the witness whilst agreeing that 
the Iuhel. on the hottte of milk 
showed ‘clearly the name of the 
supplying dairy, snid that presum- 
ing that he was, not connected with 
the Dairy Farm and knew nothing 
about other dairies. he would cer- 
tainly take the milk to be Dairy 
Farm milk, aa he would receive 
the hottle at table with the cap.

“Independence, industry, in- 
spiration, imagination, . sympathy 
and interest—these - are ‘six 
things that are.essential to a 
good and successful journalist” 
said Dr, Willfams. 

He expressed his pleasure in 
being present and begged his 
audience to consider him as. “a 
brother of their college.” \ 

“What I want to. say to you 
this morning”, he continued, “ig 
what I wish to ‘say to the jour- 
nalists the. world over. I feel 
that there ure six things that are 
essential to a good’ and ‘successful 
journalist’ ‘of to-day’ and he 
six. qualities men- 
tioned above. 

“To be independent,” Dr. Wil- 
liams ‘went on, “is to be unbiased 
and dispassionate. =, A ‘good 
Journalist is always an indepen- 
dent: person; that is, he is always 
free from prejudices... 

The Busy Bee. 

1, “Then, a journalist should. al- 
ways keep himself busy. , In- 
dustry should be the keynote of, 
his life. It is said that we: 
‘work for one of these. three: 
things, for money, for love, and 
for dear ‘life. But a journalist 
works and writes for all of these 
things combined; 

“Next. to. industry, ‘a good. 
journalist should possess a great 
deal of imagination. He must 
be able to see beyond to-day and 
to mike a better world for to-: 
morrow.’ 

“To add to his independence, 
his industry and his imagination, 
he should -have the necessary 
inspiration for his work, In. 
order to be of service to his coun-' 
try and to’ his: world,- he should 
champion some worthy cause and 
be inspired by that cause in what 
he may choose to write. - 

“Then he must possess. a 
tremendous amount of sympathy. 
He should feel whateyer he 
writes, After all a newspaper 
is but the journalist in print. - 

Nihil Humani Alienum. 

“Lastly, a good « journalist 
should have interest’ in whatever 
cho writes. He should be’ in- 
terested in people, not only in the 
people of his ownn country but 
neaples of other countries as 
well. The world is getting’ smal- 
ler every day: .and the nations 
are growing dependent: upon one 
another as never before. | With 
this growth of dependence on the 
part of the nations, there should 
also be a 
responsibility on the part of jour- 
nalists, whose influence upon. the 
weal or woe .of the world is 
steadily increasing with the 
advance of days.”

TREATY SIGNED. 
CHINESE ‘AND GERMAN, 
EQUALITY, 
FORMER PACT ANNULLED. 

Shanghai, Yesterday. 

The new Chinese-German Treaty 
was signed by Dr. C. T. Wang and 
Herr ‘Von Borch at Nanking on 
August 17, 

Firstly, it {s for the purpose of 
attaining, absolute equality of 
treatment and supplementing the 
arrangements of May 20, 1921, It 
is agreed that all Customs and re- 
lated’ matters are not subject to 
any discrimination compared with 
any other country. The nationals 
of each contracting party shall not 
pay higher dutics, internal charges 
or taxes whatsoever ‘upon imports] . 
and exports than paid by their na- 
tionals respectively, or by nationals, y+ 
of any other country. ‘The provi- 
sion In the annéxed agreement of 
May 20, 1921, governing the duties 
on German import goods, Is an- 
nulled, 

Secondly, the two parties will]! 
a Treaty of 
Commerce and Navigation based 
on x parity of equality. 

Thirdly, the present Treaty is 
drawn up in Chinese, German and! 
English and in case of difference 
in interpretation the English text 
prevails. ‘ 

Fourthly, the Treaty will be 
ratified ag soon. as’ possible and 
will become valid the day ratifica- 
tions are effected .—Reuter.
